There was a much smaller crowd of 
people at Brooksvllle today to attend 
the Mnrksborry murder trial, many 
becoming tired out yesterday In the 
uninteresting selection of a Jury nnd 
remaining nt home until the Jury Is 
procured nnd the actual hearing of 
evidence Is begun. Everything was 
unlet and no disturbance of any kind 
was reported. The court house wn« not 
tilled at this morning's session but 
this afternoon every seat tn the Cir- 
cuit Court room was taken. 

Fifty-six men had been examined up 
to .1 o'clock this afternoon and up to 
that time eight men remained In the 
Jury box, these may not remain on the 
Jury, however ,as neither side has 
challenged as yet except for cause. 
The sheriff reported Wednesday after- 
noon with fifty additional men for ex- 
amination and Judge Newell this after- 
noon instructed the sheriff to bring In 
another fifty men. It Is not expected 
that the Jury will be accepted before 
Friday afternoon as the examination Is 
moving very slowly. 

A bone which was found on the farm 
where Mnrksborry lived and which 
wa« thought to have been a part of 
(ilcnn's missing members, was brought 
to Brooksvllle today und examined by 
several physicians. All of the physi-

S8LDIER DEAD REACH 

HOBOKEN HARBOR 

Maysvllle Colored Mun's Body Among 
the First To Arrive Here From 
France Yesterday. 



New York, April 29. — Tho bodies of 
III American soldiers who died on 
foreign soil, and of whom all but 80 
died In France, arrived Wednesday on 
tho army transport Mercury from Ant- 
werp and Southampton. Their arrival 
marked the first return of soldier dead 
from France. 

Awaiting the arrival at the army 
piers in lloboken was a detachment of 
the Graves Registration Service. As 
soon as the 761 army and civilian pas- 
sengers left the Mercury the bodies 
were removed from the hold, and the 
caskets, shrouded under new American 
flags, were arranged In oompnny for- 
mation on the pier. 

Under a soldier guard of honor the 
caskets were prepared for shipment 
home by rail. Each body will be nc- 
compnnled by a uniformed guard of 
honor, who will remain with his 
charge until the casket is lowered Into 
the final resting place. 

At the piers here there was no cere- 
mony, except Uiat the colors were ut 
half moat. 

The body of Thomas Balis, the first 
Mason county negro to give his life in 
the world war, was on the Mercury 
und will be brought to Maysvllle by a 
military escort for burial.

KY. WOMEN URGE 
THAT ALL WASTE 
BE ELIMINATED 

Uedtiee Buying-, Hare Kood and Wear 
Old Clothes Is Plan of Kentucky 
War Mothers. 

IrfXlngtou, Ky., April 28 — Moderate 
outing, absolute elimination of food 
waste, wearing of old clothes, reduc- 
tion of buying to the minimum and 
more production by those whoso duty 
It Is to produce were advocated as 
necessary to lower the high cost of liv- 
ing at a meeting of the executive 
board of the State War Mothers Wed- 
nesday afternoon at the Phoenix hotel. 

The board was called to consider 
the mater of organizing old clothes 
clubs among the twenty units of the 
organization In the state. The plan 
was approved and will be recommend- 
ed by the executive board for adoption 
by all War Mothers in the state. 

Wearing of gingham and overalls Is 
not looked upon as a solution of the 
present high cost problem by the ex- 
ecutive board, but rather as a foolish 
fail that would tend to make it harder 
for worklngmen to buy overalls. 

Mrs. William Dowell Oldham, of 
Ivcxiington, presided at the meeting. 
Members of the executive hoard pre* 
ont were: Mrs. John A. Herring, o( 
Georgetown; Mrs. George Spear, of 
Frankfort; Mrs. J. Walter Payne, of 
BwglBI Mrs. Ahncr Oldham, of Mount 
Sterling; Mrs. J. T. Kuowlcn, of Win- 
chester. Proxys were sent by the Mad- 
ison county and Harrison county war 
mothers. 

The executive board, which Is repre- 
sentative of more than a thousam' 
organized war mothers of the state 
went on record as favoring the pledg 
Ing of all war mothers to eltminati 
waste, wear old clothes and the reduc 
Hon of buying to the minimum. 

Wages are no higher than thej 
should be, In the opinion of the war 
mothers, but It feels that the produc 
ers are not producing as much as the; 



should In a resolution lh«y 
the war mothers favor the application 
of more efficiency in production to all 
lines i moro work by everybody. 

Girls of the state were asked to co- 
operate In the reduction of the high 
cost of living by giving up fads during 
the present crisis, In another resolu- 
tion approved at the meeting. 

The action of the, executive board 
will be transmitted to the various 
units Immediately for local action. The 
Fayette county unit, of which Mrs. 
Minor Simpson is the war mother, will 
take the matter up on receipt of a re- 
port of the meeting.
